A Youth Hostel. 


I hear that the Easter booking for the 
North of Ireland Youth Hostels is un- 
usually heavy, and the accommodations 
secretary is having to refuse late requests. 
This is particularly the case at Slievena- 
mon, which is rapidly becoming one of 
the most popular hostels in Co. Down, A 
friend of mine tells me that the walk from 
Newcastle to Slievenamon lies through 
country of unrivalled beauty. The land- 
scape is thickly wooded, but as the road 
ascends the trees fall away, disclosing 
hedgerows, which in July are blazoned - 
with honeysuckle,’ wild roses, and tall, 

urple foxgloves. The old-world village of 

rvansford, with its fantastically gabled 
houses, is a feature of the landscape. Be- 
hind it the Mourne peaks rear from their 
shifting mists like rampant watchdogs. 
The hostel is four or five miles further on, 
and at this time of the year its white- 
washed frontage is hidden from the road 
by screens of young beech leaves. 


Irish Labourers in. Gngland. 


I am very sorry to see that a move is 
being made in some parts of England 
against the Irish farm labourer. _ The 
West Riding of Yorkshire Fatmers Union 
has decided against employing these men, 


The cause, I am told by a man on the 
spot, is not any English bitterness against 
Ireland. but a feeling that in the leama 
unparalleled unemployment the nglish 
labourer must have preference. My friend 
assures me, however, that he believes the 
tariffs strife has brought matters to a 
head: the suggestion had been made 
before. but was always negatived. If it 
is carried out, it will hit those labourers 
who live the year round in England with 
the object of saving enough money to | 
enable them to come back to Erin and be 
semi-independent for the rest of their 
lives. Very industrious fellows the Irish 
farm labourers are, and great favourites 
with the farmers. In a good many cases 
their families are with them, and assist, 
particularly in the potato-gathering. 
Resolutions, of course, are one thing and 
action another, and it is pretty certain 
that not all farmers will dispense with 
their Brishmen. The Irish migratory 
labourer who went over to England for 
the harvest is not met with now to the 
former extent. Most of these men were 
from the Donegal highlands and from 


enough to occupy them at home nowadays.

Whe Dredeera: 


The recent excavating in the gravelly 
bed of the River Dodder, near Ballsbridge, 
has opened up a new field of labour to the 
juvenile. treasure-hunters of the neigh- 
bourhood. Most of the small boys, how- 
ever inadequately clad they may otherwise 
be, seem to possess a pair of high rubber 
boots, and these enable them to stand 
knee-deep in the water without the dis- 
comfort of stone-bruised feet. 1 watched 
one group of boys a day or so ago, and 
was impressed by their complete absorp- 
tion in the work on hand. One of them 
carried a kitchen shovel, tied, more or 
less securely, to a long handle. With this 
implement he scooped up quantities of 
sandy mud and dumped it on a dry patch 
of gravel, where his assistants. pounced 
on it and searched it for treasure. The 
most important find they made while I 
watched was that of a bottle, which they 
immediately placed on a large stone, to 
form a target for smaller stones. If they 
go in for this form of entertainment, they 
must often be glad of their rubber boots ; 
broken glass is even harder on bare feet 
than a gravelly river bed. 


“Work in Progress.” 


I see that the current issue of ‘‘ Transi- 
tion,” the international literary periodical 
which stands for the revolution of language, 
contains an extract from Mr. James 
Joyce's “ Work in Progress.” ‘‘ Transi- 
tion ” regards modern language as inade- 
quate for the expression of the changing 
background of the world, and maintains 
that the writer must break away from 
academic prejudices and form a more 
pliable form of expression. Mr. Joyce 
was one of the pioneers of the new 
language, which aims at creating 
words that are not mere labels, but 
actually suggest by their sound some. 
quality of the things spoken of. Thus, in 
the following line from “ Work in Pro- 
gress,"’ “He was sbuffing and sputing,”’ 
Mr. Joyce means that his character was 
raging, and foaming, and spitting saliva. 
The text continues as follows: “ Aminxt 
that nombre of evelings, but how pierceful 
in their sojestiveness were those first girly 
stirs, with zitterings of flight released and 
twinglings of twitchbells in rondel after, 
with waverings that made shimmershake 
rather nightily all the duskscended airs 
and shylit beaconings, from shehind hims 
back. Sammy, call on. Mirrylanb, she 
was shuffering all the diseasinesses of the 
unherd of. Mary Louisan Shousapinas! 
If Arck could no more salve his agnols 
from the wiles of willy wooly woolf! If; 
all the signics of her dipandump helpabit 
could not that Glugg to catch her by the 
calour of her brideness! Not Rose, 
Sevilla nor Citronelle; not Esmeralde, 
Pervinea nor Indra; not Viola even, nor 
all of them four themes over. But up 
tighty im the front, down again on the 
loose, drim and drumming on her back 
and a pop from her whistle what is that, 
o holytroopers?”” 

This is the first time in more than three 
years that a new instalment of “ Work in 
Progress ’’ has been printed. I under- 
stand that the completed work is to 
appear simultaneously in London and 
New York some time this year.

ODERN HOSPITAL PLANNING ” 
was the title of a lecture delivered 
last night before the Architectural 

Association of Ireland at 8 Merrion square, 

Dublin, » by. Mr. « Lionel G. Pearson, 

F.,R.1.B.A. Mr. Manning Robertson, Presi- 

dent of the Association, presided, and there 

was a large attendance. | 

Mr. Pearson said that the planning oí the 
hospital to-day was far more complicated than 
it had ever been in the past. The patient 
required a higher standard of comfort and 
more individual; the engineering services 
grew more complicated, and at the same time 
there was a greater desire for efficiency and 
economy. The question was how best could 
they meet these demands, which were a chal- 
lenge to their skill and knowledge. Every 
year new materials and new methods of con. 
struction were placed on the market, which 
were claimed to bean advance on the old, and 
threatened to drive the old from the field. It 
might not be possible or wise to make 
absolute rules, as no two problems were ever 
quite the same. 

As a beginning it must be agreed that the 
simplest and most compact plan was in- 
variably the best. An irregular or compli- 
cated plan was extremely unlikely to prove 
successful in practice. Every yard of corridor 
added to the work of the staff and increased 
the cost of the building. This led to the

in Berlin, was surely wrong, as lifts had 
solved the problem of quick service and 
efficient concentration. On the other hand, 
a small hospital vertically would probably Le 
a mistake, in view of the possibility of exten- 
sion, which is an expensive and difficult 
matter in the case of a vertical plan. 


THE GOVERNING FAOTOR. 

The distance of the wards from the ad- 
ministration and operating blocks should be 
the governing factor in this important ques- 
tion, as the efficiency of the hospital services 
depended on this. The next point was: how 
long can the standard type of ward survive? 
The open ward, with ds at right angles 
and cross-ventilation between each patient, 
had solved the questjon of efficient super- 
vision and the constant supply of fresh air 
to each patient, but was it not possible . to 
modify the type in order to get more comfort 
for the.patient On the Continent it was now 
almost universal to find smaller wards, where 
the patients’ beds were parallel to the externa! 
wall, so that the light was not in the patients’ 
eyes. There was greater privacy for the 
pation’. and no longer the feeling that the 

s were laid out waiting for inspection. 
The same result was obtained in America by 
the use of glazed screens, but this entailed 
more work on the staff. The parallel bed 
system, which had been adopted in several 
English hospitals, was a move in the right 
direction. 

On the whole, they had been too much 
wedded to the standard type, and must work 
out new ty of wards, with more variety 
and possibilities for the classification of 
diseases and the varying needs of patients, 
The number of beds in a ward was determined 
to some extent by the numbers of patients 
which it was possible for a sister to super- 
vise. This seemed to vary in England from 
25 to 35 in open wards. 


CUBIC CAPACITY. 

The question of chbic capacity per bed 
affected the .planning and. cost of the build- 
ing. About 1,500 feet was the rule, in this 
country. In England the medical authorities 
considered that any considerable reduction 
would affect the recovery of the patient, but 
they allowed a. reduction in the height of 
the -ward, twelve . feet being considered 
ample, as against fifteen feet or more. 
Speaking generally, the usual floor space 
9 100 feet super was satisfactory, 
as it provided space for a locker and for a 
visitors’ chair between each bed, and space 
in the centre of the ward for tables, etcetera 

There was a determined effort In some 
quarters to lower the cost per bed by reducing 
cubic sp-ce, and lowering the standards of 
materials and construction, This could only 
result in a lower standard of efficiency, 
adverscly affect the health of patients and 
staff, and lead to | zher maintenance and 
running costs. : ) 

The lecturer went on to warn his audience 
against the use of too much glass, except 
where Irrge windows were beneficial, as on 
the south sid: of a ward, or opening on to 
balconies. 

In hospital-planning, he said, allowance 
should be made for future extension and 
alteration. This could be done by keeping 
open the ends of corridors, allowing walls 
“i sufficient. thickness for an extra s'orey if 
required, and, above all, laying down plans 
so that additional blocks could be added. 

Adequate provision must also be made for 
the staff. He hoped that in the effort to 
solve the problem of style for modern hos- 
pitals a new style w. 'd be evolved, which 
would express their needs in fine architectural 


orm.

LEVY ON BUTTER. 


Moving the second stage of the Dairy Pro- 
duce (Price Stabilisation) Bill, 1933, 

Dr. RYAN, the Minister for Agriculture, 
said that it was necessary on account of the 
low world price for butter to raise the levy 
on creamery butter in order to give a return 
to creamernes that would keep them in pro- 
duction. The creameries themselves under- 
stood the position, and had agreed that the 
levy should be raised. The export price for 
the coming year of edge! i utter looked 
as though it was going to very low, as 
world prices had dropped to something like 
63s. per cwt. The farmers said that the 
were not getting any advantage from the bill, 
but if the price of creamery butter was driven 
up artificially farmers’ butter would. follow 
in certain fixed ratio, 

As the farmers did benefit from the scheme 
they should pay something towards it, but, 
as they did not derive the big benefits derived 
by the creameries, the Government was asking 
for power to have one levy for creamery 
butter and another for non-creamery butter. 
World prices being what they \.ere, even with 
a libersl subsid & céid not think that they 
could go anywhere near 144s, 8d. per cwt. 
f.o.r. The maximum price for butter, would 
be 130s., and it was doubtful if they could 
reach even that.

DISTORTION OF FACTS. 


Later a Press representative visited th 
Metropolitan-Vickers compound, about 
ten miles outside the city, and obtained an 
exclusive interview with Mr. Monkhouse 
and his colleagues on the new situation 
which has arisen in consequence of the 
publication of the article.

BRAY RATES UP.

6D. INCREASE TO 19/2 
IN THE £. 


Bray rates will be increased by eight- 
pence in the £—from 18s. 6d. to 19s. 2d.—it 
was stated yesterday, when the Commis- 
sioner, Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., announced 
that the estimate of the poor rate for the 
urban district for the year ending 5lst March, 
1934, would require a rate of 6s. 8d. in the &, 

The demands on the Bray Urban Council, 
as administered by Mr, Meghen, are as fol- 
low :—Roads, £1,836 1s. 8d.; county. services, 
£2,405 17s. ; r relief, £6,384 14s. 6d.; 
Board of Health, £294 19s.—making a total 
of £10,921 12s. 2:1: 

The Commissioner said that the valuation 
of the Bray urban district was £39,031. 11s., 
but, owing to allowances for new buildings 
and allowances under the Housing Acts, this 
gum was reduced by £3,725 10s., leaving a 
net valuation of 5.308 Js. effective for 
poor rate purposes. 

The township rate, already adopted, was 
12s. 6d.—the same as last year—which, with 
the 6s. 8d. poor rate, brings the combined 
rate to 19s. 2d. in the &. 

Mr, Meghen received a deputation, consist- 
ing of Messrs. J. O’Brien, M. Doyie and J. 
Clarke, from The O'Rahilly Fianna Fail 
Cumann, Mr. O’Brien pointed oat that the 
question of housing in Bray was an urgent 
one, and it was suggested that about 150 
houses should be built. There were several 


sites in the township which it was considered 


should be built upon instead of going into the 
Vevay district. 

In reply the Commissioner told the depu- 
tation that the Vevay site, to which they 
objected, was the only one on which about

DR. ECKENER’S THEORY.

On the basis of information cabled 
to him from New York, he has come:to 
the conclusion that the Akron disaster was 
due to a break at the section where the 
aeroplanes are stored in the interior of the 
airship. 

“I have always considered this a danger 
point,” he said, “‘ because the airship was 
here held together only by the bridge and 
by longtitudimal girdears.”’
